HOPEFUL TURN 


Washington (IP) — Government 


sponsored peace talks in the steel 
strike recessed today until 1 p. m. 
EST to permit industry leaders to 
study bargaining proposals. 


The four - hour delay was an- 


nounced by presidential assistant 
John R. Steelman, who last night 
reported "real negotiations going 
on." 


The delay was requested by 


board chairman Ben Moreell of the 
Jones and Laughlin Steel Co., head 
of the management negotiating 
team. 


Steelman said Philip Murray, 


head of the 660,000 striking CIO 
United 
Steelworkers, 
readily 


agreed. 


There was some hope of an early 


settlement of the dispute. 


Democratic leader McFarland of 


Arizona told the Senate last night 
there might be a settlement over 
the week end. The Senate then put 
aside until Monday all legislation 
dealing with the strike. 


Steelman wasn't so specific but 


said he had talked with McFar- 
land. 


"I certainly am not pessimistic," 


Steelmen told newsmen, "but 
I 


wouldn't want to overstat* my op- 
timism." 


The walkout started Monday 


after the Supreme Court voided 
Truman's seizure of the steel In- 
dustry. More than 100,000 mine, 
rail and other workers also have 
been Idled. 


The first break came late yes- 


terday wlth.announcement that the 
Detroit Steel Corp. had reached a 
contract, agreement with the steel- 
workers, -covering 4;5OO 'employ- 
es.

DEFINING POWERS OF EXECUTIVE 


In ruling President Truman's seizure of the 


steel industry illegal, the U. S. Supreme Court went 
directly to the heart of the matter, says Bruce Bios- 
sat in an editorial written for the NEA Service, Inc., 
and The Times-Mirror. It declared that the Presi- 
dent has neither specific authority derived from stat- 
utes nor inherent power derived from the Constitution 
to seize properties: 


The court said in plain words that the Constitu- 


tion leaves clearly to Congress the law-making power 
"in both good and bad times." 


It added: "The President's power to see that the 


laws are faithfully executed refutes the idea that he 
is to be a law-maker. The Constitution limits his 
functions in the law-making process to the recom- 
mending of laws he thinks wise and the vetoing of 
laws he thinks bad." 


Nor could the court see the seizure order as a 


proper use of the President's military power as com- 
mander-in-chief of the armed forces. Defense pro- 
duction stoppages are a problem for Congress, it 
said, not the nation's military authorities. " 


These pointed but unpretentious phrases add up 


to an historic decision. They put well-defined limits 
on the free-ranging executive authority of the Presi- 
dent. They in effect deny the doctrine of inherent 
poweris, a theory that has been conveniently employed 
in recent years to justify many unprecedented White 
House directives. 


Furthermore, the 'court's ruling reaffirms strongly 


the power and independence of Congress in fields of 
action marked out for it by the Constitution. Such 
a restatement is wholesome and useful at a time when 
Executive powers are being steadily enlarged at the 
expense of the legislature in many corners of the 
world. 
i 


It is really quite remarkable that the Supreme 


Court has met this issue head on. Before the decision 
was handed down, constitutional experts were widely 
predicting that, whatever the court decided, it would 
not ,delve deeply into the shadowy zone where the 
President's powers bump squarely up against those 
of Congress. 


It was argued that the high court, as a matter 


of historical record, has consistently avoided defin- 
ing the respective powers of Congress and the Execu- 
tive too sharply, apparently on the theory that this 
vagueness gave to both sides a certain assurance of 
flexibility. This maneuvering ground was extensive 
enough to allow for a substantial expansion of presi- 
dential authority when the situation warranted. 


The Supreme Court now has eliminated that 


vagueness, though three justices obviously consider 
this a gross mistake. The court has said in effect 
that the way to deal with an issue like the steel crisis 
is for the President to obtain specific grants of power 
from Congress. 


We all know that the nature of modern warfare 


puts a premium on speed in an emergency. Inasmuch 
as the court has now restricted the President's area 
of discretionary action, it is incumbent upon him to 
request—and upon Congress to consider fairly—what- 
ever standby powers he might "reasonably need to 
cope with an emergency. 


It is also incumbent upon him to use the authority 


he already has. As Justice Clark noted in a con- 
curring opinion, Mr. Truman failed to use the Taft- 
Hartley law in dealing with the steel crisis. This 
does not give him the power to seize, but it does pro- 
vide machinery for handling a stubborn labor dispute. 


The President's refusal to use Taft-Hartley was 


founded on political considerations, since the act is 
a red flag to labor leaders. But the President clear- 
ly has a responsibility to execute all the laws, not 
just the ones he happens to like. 


The court has properly rebuked Mr. Truman for 


resorting to the extremity of seizure when he had 
not called into play all available lesser remedies. 


But, more important than this, it has declared 


that the Constitution, not the President, is the su- 
preme law of the land. It has taken government out 
of the realm of Executive whim and tied it firmly 
to the rock of written law.

Hello folks 
Well, the month 


of June has rolled around again 
and with it comes the first big job 
of the year for the grassland 
fanner, cutting the grass, filling 
the silo, and making- hay. Now is 
the time for us to make those final 
adjustments, repairs, or replace- 
ments to the mower, silo and hay 
making equipment. When \ve start 
cutting the grass for silage it is 
too late to find that the bearing 
where we broke the grease fitting 
last year is now froze and shot or 
the teeth that were broken when 
we hit a stone while making hay 
had not yet been replaced. 
So 


these last few days before the 
grass is ready to cut Is an ideal 
tun* to make this checkup. 


The season being late again has 


caused/ a definite lag in applica- 
tion of conservation practices to 
the land. However, Jordan Chris- 
tensen, down Columbus way, has 
built 1,550 feet of diversion ter- 
races. The SCS staked these di- 
versions on a 1 per cent grade to 
take off the excess water from one 


of his hay fields and Jordan built 
them with his faini equipment. To 
date he has built over 4,000 feet 
of diversions and is still just about 
half finished according to the con- 
servation plan he made several 
years ago. 


The SCS helped John Carmody 


to complete the conservation sur- 
vey on his farm up Cherry Grove 
way. He will use this information 
in deciding where he will plant his 
various crops •when he prepares 
the basic conservation farm plan 
later on.

TfTHAT does it mean to be hon- 
w «st? 


The question and the answer are 


not just as simple as one might 
suppose. To be honest means to be 
honest—isn't that all there is to it? 


By no means! When one gets 


out into life, and begins to observe 
society, one quickly finds that 
there are varying standards of 
honesty. 


There ii, for instance, that old, 


and very true, observation from 
experience, that "honesty is the 
best policy," which leaves one 
wondering just how inherently 
honest is a man who is honest 
just because it pays to be. I have 
known men to be honest where 
it cost them a lot to stand by their 
idea of what was right and Just. 


Then'there is the type whose 


idea of honesty is bound up with 
ideas of law and legality. As long 
as the law allows it, why shouldn't 
he do it? 


There is • great amount of that 


sort of legalized honesty preva- 
lent in the world today, and much 
of it in very respectable quartan 
but what does God think of it? The 
law of the hind, some of it often 
made by legislators, who are not 
particularly honest, or who are 


I under the domination of unsavory 


influences, dots not always con- 
form to the law of God, or right 
fulness among men. 


There is the man, too, who 


wouldn't put hi* hand In your 
pocket and steal your wallet, bu 
who sees nothing wrong abou 


manipulating companies and cor- 
porations in a way that your in- 
vestments are wiped out to his 
gain. 


So there are grades, and vari- 
eties, and standards of honesty, 
and co there is some point in 
asking, "What is God's standard?" 


I think God's standard of hon- 
esty is related to truth and in- 
terent right. Truth and inherent 
right are not something that man 
makes. 


Man may make his codes sod 


creeds, and seek to give them di- 
vine authority, but that doesn't 
make them either true or right. 
In the world of science men have 
theories concerning facts and phe- 
nomena, but they have to abandon 
such theories, when further and 
conflicting light and evidence ap- 
pear. 


Though we may not always rea- 


lize it, the same thing is true in 
religious experience. Many have 
had to abandon, or change, their 
beliefs, when they found that these 
did not stand the test of further 
light and evidence. 


A striking instance is the gen- 
eral abandonment of the literal- 
istlc belief that the world was 
created in six twenty-four-hour 
days. A great poem of creation is 
not a scientific treatise, but science 
and Genesis agree that creation 
was a bringing of order out of 
chaos. 
Honesty according to God's 


standard is to bring one's life and 
action into harmony with the truth 
as one sees it. That is true honesty, 
and nothing less,i* true honesty.

Tomatoes Should Always Be Mulched to Keep Wecdi Down 


ami the Soil Moist. 


Wliile the leaves of lawns, vege- 


tables, and moEL (iov.crs demand 
•sunshine, and lots ol it, researchers 
agree tliat shade on the soil over 
their roots is good for practically 
.ill plants. At first glance this mifthl 
seem a difficult prescription to fill. 
but it can be done by covering the 
soil with a mulch. 
The latsst argument In behalf of 


mulching is'that it prevents erosion. 
A recent government bulletin says: 


"Raindrops come hurtling out of 


the sky and hit the soil so hard that 
the soil is splashed up on your let- 
tuce. Scientists have measured the 
splash and found that it may be as 
high as two feet. Then, the detached 
soil may be carried oft in the water 
which has accumulated from the 
rain. Or, those fine particle.-: of soil 
in the water will settle down into the 
pores of the soil and fill them up. 
That will prevent the water soaking 
into the soil as rapidly as it should. 
When water doesn't seal; into the 
soil it accumulates on the surface 
•nd ultimately has to flow some- 
where. 


"Happily, there is some thine the 


average gardener can do about 
raindrop or splash erosion. He can 
put a mulch on his garden. All c£ 
us would like to have enough straw 
to put a layer of three or four inchns 
over the garden. But, often, we 
can't ge,t the straw or it costs too 
much. But, we can take the mowings 
from around the edge of the garden 
and put them between the" rows. 
Later the lawn clippings can be 
spread out between the rows. An 
hour or so spent witti a hand sickle 
cutting down weeds and spreading 
them in the rows win pay hand- 
somely. 
"Men who have gardened for

The first applicatipn should be well 
mixed with the tcp soil; and then 
it may be built up to several 
inches in thickness, so that weeds 
are kept down and evaporation 
checked, but at the same time 
rains are allowed lo penetrate the
